The 
funeral  services  were  conducted 
in  Langdon  Hall  last  Saturday 
morning1  by  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter, 
rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Hoiy 
Innocents  at  Auburn,  of  which 
the  deceased  was  a  member. 
Mr.  Setcr  was  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  L.  A.  Dannelly,  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Dr. 
K.  P.  Davis,  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  Dr.  J.  F.  Purser, 
of  the  Baptist  Church  atOpeiika, 
Ala.  Two  students  from  each 
of  the  classes  were  selected  to 
act  as  pall-bearers.  They  were 
as  follows:  Senior  class,  J.  K.  D. 
Yonge  and  W.  C.  Coles;  Junior

Davis;  Sophomore  Class,  B.  L.

The  remains  were  escorted 
from  the  residence  to  Langdon 
Hall  by  the  Faculty  and  corps  of 
cadets.  After  the  reading  of  the 
beautiful  and  impressive  service 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
singing  of  "Lead,  Kindly  Light" 
and  "Rock  of  Ages"  by  the  choir, 
tile  procession  was  formed  for 
the  march  to  the  cemetery.  A  bat- 
tallion  of  cadets,  preceded  by  the 
band  playing  the  funeral  march, 
led  the  way.  As  the  service  at 
the  grave  came  to  a  close  a  sa- 
lute of  three  volleys  was  fired, 
and  the  bugle  sounded  "taps." 

The  floral  tributes  were  num- 
erous and  the  most  elaborate  ever 
seeh  in  Auburn. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  last  rest- 
ing place  of  this  great  and  good 
man  shall  be  almost  within  the 
shadow  cast  by  the  buildings  of 
tlie  institution  to  which  he  de- 
voted the  last  and  best  years  of 
his  life.

A- BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  DR.  WILLIAM  LE  ROY  BROUN. 

Dr.  Broun  was  in  his  seventy-fifth  year,  being  born  in  Loudoun  County, 
Virginia,  in  1827.  At  the  age  of  twenty  three  he  was  graduated  from  the 
Univer  ity  of  Virginia  with  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  Two  years  later 
he  occupied  a  chair  in  a  college  in  Mississippi,  whi6h  position  he  held  for 
two  years.  Leaving  Mississippi  he  became  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
University  of  Georgia,  occupying  the  chair  of  Mathematics  until  about  1856 
He  then  orga  ized  Blooniheld  Academy  and  conducted  this  school  until  the 
outbreak  ot  the  Civil  war,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  lieutenant  of  artillery  in  the 
Confederate  army,  Subsequently  Dr.  Broun  was  made,  ,r""v*>- rider  of  the 
Richmond  Arsenel,  with  the  rank  ot  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the  Ordnance 
Department.  At  the  close  of  the  war  the  University  of  Georgia  again^called 
him  to  a  position  in  her  Faculty,  and  in  1872  he  became  President  of  the 
Georgia  A.  and  M.  College,  a  department  in  the  University.  In  1875  he 
accepted  the  chair  of  Mathematics  in  Vanderbilt  University.remaining  there 
until  1882,  when  he  resigned  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  Agricultural 
and  Median  cal  College  of  Alabama.  The  following  year  he  accepted  the 
chair  ot  Mathematics  in  the  University  of  Texas  but  in  1884  returned  to 
Auburn  as  President  and  occupied  this  position  until  his  death.  The  de- 
gree of  LL.  D.,  was  confeired  upon  Dr.  Broun  in  1874  by  St.  John's  Col- 
lege, Mar  .  land,  and  in  1892  the  same  degree  was  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
University  of  Georgia.  ~ 

The  last  years  of  his  life  Dr.  Broun  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  scien- 
tific education^Hbe  subject  which  always  lay  nearest  his  heart.  Under  his 
wise  administration  this  college  has  expanded  into  the  great  field  of  useful- 
ness it  now  occupies,  being  one  of  the  foremost  institutions  of  the  South.  As 
an  educator  he  possessed  vast  scholarly  attainments,  profound  wisdom  and 
rare  experience.  As  a  man  he  was  of  the  highest  personal  character,  a 
devout  member  ot  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  has  always  been  a  worthy 
example  to  the  students  ot  the  college,  and  while  his  death  will  be  felt  most 
by  the  professors  and  students,  yet  it  is  a  loss  not  only  to  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama but  also  to  the  Nation.

The  death  of  Dr.  William  Le- 
Roy  Broun,  President  of  the  Ala- 
bama Polytechnic  Institute,  has 
caused  universal  sorrow  and  a 
sense  of  irreparable  loss  to  all 
his  acquaintances  and  to  every 
one  actively  interested  in  the 
material,  intellectual  and  moral 
upbuilding-  of  the  South.  And 
yet  there  were  circumstances 
connected  with  the  death  of  this 
truly  great  man  that  cannot  but 
afford  Consolation  not  only  to 
those  bound  to  him  by  .  ties  of 
kinship  and  personal  friendship, 
but  to  all  others  that  appreciated 
the  greatness  of  the  work  in 
which  he  had  been  eng-aged. 

We  have  it  from  an  authentic 
source  that  soon  after  Dr.  Broun 
came  to  Auburn  he  expressed  a 
desire  to  spend  the  rest  of  his 
days  here,  and  to  devote  all  the 
energies  of  his  being-  to  the  build- 
ing- of  a  school  that  would  be  a 
monument  to  his  memory. 

This  was  the  one  ambition  of  a 


man  singularly  insensible  to  the 
allurements  of  wealth' or  fame  or 
personal  aggrandizement  in  any 
form;  who  was  conspicious  by 
his  freedom  from  egotism  and 
his  studied  avoidance  of  display. 
Truly  a  laudable  ambition.' 

It  is  not  given  to  ever3rone  to 
accomplish  his  highest  aim,  to 
fulfil  what  he  conceives  to  be 
his  mission,  and  then  without 
having  tasted  the  bitterness  of 
old  age  of  bodily  decreptitude 
and  intellectual  decadence,  to 
lay  down  his  work  and  rest.  But 
such  was  the  blessing  vouchsafed 
to  this  faithful  servant  of  God 
and  of  his  fellowmen.  It  was  as 
though  while  he  planned  his 
work,  a.  beneficient  Providence 
so  planned  his  life  that  he  should 
reach  the  goal  of  his  praise- 
worthy ambition  and  then,  with- 
out prolonged  pain  or  distress,, 
be  translated  to  a  higher  and 
better  life.  Herein  is  consola- 
tion to  be  faund.  .The  monu- 
ment 1  rected  to  his>  memory  is 
more  enduring  than  the  brick 
and  morter  that  compare  these 
classic  walls;  more  beautiful 
than  sculptured  marble;  more 
impressive  than  "storied  urn" 
or  heroic  -statue.  His  name  is 
fc-.indessolubly  linked  with  the 
Alabama  loiytechnic  Institute, 
an  institution  that  we  believe  is 
destined  to  live  till  time  shall  be 
no  more.   -  ,,  • 

W4k'ii  we  reflect  upon  the 
character  of  Dr.  Broun,  we  are 
struck  with  the  eminent  and  pe- 
culiar fitness  of  the  man  for 
the  work  he  accomplished 
here.  It  is  rare  indeed  that 
one  cf  such  high  attainments  in 
science  and  literature  shall  pos- 
sess executive  ability  of  so  high 
an  order.  Scholarship — and  not 
only  scholarship,  but  a  familiar 
and  wide  acquaintance  with 
schools— was  necessary  to  plan 
~an~instiUTlion  on  a  line  entirely 
new  to  the  South.  But  vain  would 
all  plans  have  been  without  the 
power-te  execute;  the  wisdom  to 
manage  to  the  best  advantage, 
the  tact  to  harmonize  conflicting 
interests— in  a  word,  the  quali- 
ties of  a  born  leader  of  men  and 
an  administrator  of  affairs. 

But  while  we  are  struck  with 
wonder  and  filled  with  admira- 
tion when  we  consider  what  a 
rare  combination  of  desirable 
qualities  Dr.  Broun  possessed, 
let  us  not  forget  that  it  was  no 
less  to  his  exalted  Christian  char- 
acter and  his  dignified,  yet  sim- 
ple and  unaffected  manner,  his 
plain  living  and  high  thinking, 
that  his  great  success  was  due. 

We  have  in  Dr.  Broun's  career 
an  exemplification  of  what  con- 
stitutee  a  truly  successful  life. 
One  may,  from  small  beginnings, 
accumulate  great  wealth;  that  is 
success  "in  one  direction.  An- 
other may  gain  fame.  Though 
both  may  attain  the  objects  of 
their  selfish  desire,  yet  it  would 
be  a  misapplication  of  terms  to 
call  their  lives  successful.  The 
successful  man  is  one  who  has 
accomplished  something  for  the 
benefit  of  mankind.  He  has  not 
lived  in  vain.  From  this  point 
of  view  Dr.  Broun  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  men.  He  has 
conferred  a  benefit  not  only  upon 
the  living,  but  upon  generations 
yet  unborn. 

By  the  blessing  of  God  he  was 
permitted  to  live  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  a  century;  to  retain 
his  mental  faculties  undimmed 
and  his  usefulness-  unimpaired 
to  the  last  hour  of  his  life.
